the  .buildings.  Its  streets  are  paved  with 
water,  and  all  its  carriages  apd  street  cars  are 
small  boa\s,  called  gondolas.  In  the  city 
are  one  hundred  and  fifty  streets — no!  canals 
—covered  with  gondolas—1 fiver  these  canals 
are  one  hundred  and  eigh  y bridges.  The 
oarsmen  are  experts.  TbejC  guide  their  gon- 
dolas with  a skill  that  is  marvelous.  Venice 
is  not  beautiful,  but  quain  ;J  It  has  many 
objects  and  places  of  in'  ere  st.  As  we  visit 
them  one  is  awed  if^to  weakt  ess  and  rendered 
iucapab'e  of  an  attempt  to  describe  them. 
We  visited  the  old  Rialto,  the  bridge  made 
famous  by  Shakespeare’s  Merchant  of  Venice. 
Near  this  old  bridge  stands  the  house  of  Shy- 
lock.  The  old  bridge  is  as  b itsy  now  as  when 
Shy  lock  and  Autonio  traded  here.  It  is  now, 
as  then,  covered  with  shops.  Leaving  the 
bridge  we  go  through  the  palace  of  the 
Doges,  the  ancient  rulers  ! of  Venice.  It  is 
famous  not  only  because  of  the  Dcges,  but 
also  because  Byron’s  pen  wrote  of  it  as  well. 
It  is  now  a museum  in  which  are  some  of  the 
world’s  finest  paintings.  Near  by  the  palace 
across  a canal  stands  an  olei  prison  with  a 
bridge  connecting  them.  This  is  the  “Bridge 
of  Sighs.”  ' It  is  short,  narrow  and  dismal. 

I crossed  this  bridge,  and  wjiile  standing  on 
it,  I repeat  to  myself  the  worlds  of  Byron : 

" I stood  in  Venice  on  the  Bridge  of  Sighs, — 

A palace  and  prison  on  each  hand/ 

I saw  from  out  the  waves  the  structures  rise 
As  from  the  stroke  of  the  ebbhanter's  wand.’r 

Near  this  palace,  which  is  not  a misnomer, 
stands  St.  Marks  church,  s©i  called  because 
tradition  says  two  merchants. of  Venice  while 
trading  at  Alexandria,  where  Mark  died,  got 
possession  of  his  bones  and  brought  them 
here  and  the  church  was  built  as  a monument 
to  them. 

From  Venice  we  go  southward  along  the 
Alpines,  then  crossing  them  through  many 
tunnels  we  come  next  to  Florence.  Suffice  it 
to  say,  we  have  in  coming  this  frr  crossed 
the  Po,  and  “crossed  the  Rub:con.”  The 
valley  of  the  former  is  a vast  orchard  where 
many  varieties  of  fruits  are  grown,  and  olive 
orchards  and  mulberry  for  the  feeding  of  silk- 
worms cover  no  small  territory.  Florence  is 
full  of  in'erest  We  visit  Galileo's  tower  for 
the  purpose  of  seeing  the  workshop  cf  this 
old  student  and  thinker,  and  to  get  a view  of 
the  city  before  searching  out  its  places  of  in-

water  petrify,  forming 
the  buildings.  Its  streets  are  paved  with 
water,  and  all  its  carriages  and  street  cars  are 
small  boats,  called  gondolas.  In  the  cit> 
are  one  hundred  and  fifty  streetS-^-no  ! canals 
—covered  with  gondolas — -over  these  canals 
are  one  hundred  and  eighty  br-idges.  The 
oarsmen  are  experts.  They  guide  their  gon- 
dolas with  a skill  that  is  marvelous.  Venice 
is  not  beautiful,  but  quaint.  It  has  many 
objects  and  places  of  interest.  As  we  visit 
them  one  is  awed  into  weakness  and  rendered 
iucapab'e  of  an  attempt  to  describe  them. 
We  visited  the  old  Rialto, 'the  bridge  made 
famous  by  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  \ enice. 
Near  this  old  bridge  stands  the  house  of  Shy- 
lock.  The  old  bridge  is  as  busy  now  as  when 
Shylock  and  Autonio traded  here.  It  is  now, 
as  then,  covered  with  shops.  Leaving  the 
bridge  we  go  through  the  palace  of  the 
Doges,  the  ancient  rulers  of  Venice.  It  is 
famous  not  only  because  of  the  Dcges,  but 
also  because  Byron’s  pelt  wrote  of  it  as  well. 
It  is  now  a museum  in  which  are  some  of  the 
world’s  finest  paintings.  Near  by  the  palace 
across  a canal  stands  an  old  prison  with  a 
bridge  connecting  them.  This  is  the  “Bridge 
of  SighS.”  It  is  short,  narrow  and  dismal. 
I crossed  this  bridge,  and  while  standing  on 
it,  I repeat  to  myself  the  words  of  Byron: 

“ I stood  in  Venice  on  the  Bridge  of  fMghs, — 

A> palace  and  prison  on  each  hand. 

I saw  from  out  the  waves  the  structures  rise 
As  from  the  stroke  of  the  enchanter's  wand.” 

Near  this  palace,  which  is  not  a misnomer, 
stands  St.  Marks  church,  so  called  because 
tradition  says  two  merchan's  of  Venice  while 
trading  at  Alexandria,  where  Mark  died,  got 
of  his  bones  and 
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streamlet  forms 


Maw.  While  the  dating 
itself  into  a bridal  veil t afid  floats  in  softest 
folds,  blown,  softly  bldiUj  by  the  mountain’s 
breath  I like  theSwiss?people  as  well  as  their 
fity  They  are  liberty-lqyitig,  and,  while  I 
write,  I can  but  recall  the  story  of  William 
who  once  lived  neat  this  spot,  and  died 
fpr  the  cause  he  cherished.  They  are  a sober, 
jfagal  and  an  industrious  people,  and  with 
all  the  warmth  of  thcrr  sohl.they  admire  hero- 
i*m.  Their  city  is  c^fan  and  neat,  which

From  Venice  we  go  southward  along  the 
Alpines,  then  crossing  them  through  many 
tunnels  we  come  next  to  Florence.  Suffice  it 
to  say,  we  have  in  coming  this  fir  crossed 
the  Po,  and  "crossed  the  Rub:con.”  The 
valley  of  the  formtr  is  a vast  orchard  where 
■many  varieties  of  fruits  are  grown,  atid  olive 
orchards  and  mulberry  for  the  ftediugcf  silk- 
worms cover  no  small  territory.  Florence  is 
full  of  in  erest  We  visit  Galileo's  tower  for 
the  purpose  of  seeing  the  workshop  cf  this 
old  student  and  thinker,  and  to  get  a view  of 
the  city  before  searching  out  its  places  of  in- 
tere-t.  In  the  famous  Pitti  museum  w esee 
some  of  the  world’s  master  pieces  of  art. 
Every  thing  in  the  realm  of  pain  ing  that  can 
please  the  eye  and  move  the  soul  can  be 
seen  here.  Here  are  to  be  seen  the  " Ma- 
dona,”  "The  Three  Fates,"  and  "Eze- 
kiel’s Vision,"  by  Raphael,  to  describe  any 
oue  of  which  would  require  an  artist’s  hand. 
" The  Holy  Family,”  by  Del  Sart,  and  many 
by  Titian  and  Tintoretto  can  be  seen.  Pass- 
from  the  art  galery  we  go  into  another  sec-, 
tion  of  the  city  to  see,  "David’s  Statue,"  hy 
Michael  Angelo,  and  "Venus,”  by  Canova.

And  a statue  watches  it  from  the  square, 

Aud,thji|>  story  of  both  do  our  townsmen  tell,"  etc. 

■ And  Heaving  the  city  for  Rome,  I see  the 
AppenjncS  again  upon  which  the  same  writer 
gazed  when  he  was  inspired  to  say  with  a 
poetic  inspiration: 

tivjhat  I lore  best  in  the  world 
, Is  a castle  precipice— encurled 

In  a gash  of  the  wind-grieved  Appenines." 

Gazing  anxiously  and  intently  we  at  length 
g.'e  befqre  us  the  city  of  seven  hills.  On  the 
right  sad  left  of  us  rise  the  Sabine  and  Al- 
biap  hills,  while  before  us  the  spires  of  the 
Palatini  and  Capatoline  hil’s  lift  them  elves 
into  view.  At  their  feet  and  in  their  shadow 
smoothly  flows  the  muddy  Tiber.  This  is 
Rome,  I 

"Thje  Xiobe  of  nations!  there  the  stands. 

Clijildless  and  crownless  in  her  voiceles  woe; 

An  empty  urn  within  her  withered  hand, 

Whose  hoi;  dust  was  scattered  long  ago.” 

Whetjher  these  words  of  Byron  be  true, 
may  be  a question.  But  one  thing  I know, 
this  is  Rome.  Arriving  here  on  Saturday  we 
take  Sunday  for  a day  of  rest  and  service. 
We  who]  are  Baptists,  King  and  myself,  search 
out  our  Baptist  mission  and  smile  on  ihem 
in  their  chapel.  Dr.  Taylor,  our  missionary, 
we  fountj  to  be  in  Austria,  and  the  pastor  of 
the  cbuiph,  in  Florence,  but  a few  faithful 
members  had  gathered  for  a service  of  prayer. 
We  foujnd  two  other  American  Baptists 
present,  j one  from  Washington,  the  other 
from  California.  All  of  us  are  invited  to 
make  talks  through  an  interpreter.  We 
gladly  consent,  and  heie  in  this  great  heathen 
city  we  speak  a word  of  encouragement  to 
our  brethren  and  a word  for  our  Master.  Our 
work  here  is  doing  well,  and  the  warm,  en- 
thusiastic heart-service  of  this  little  Italian 
band  helped  us  much.  We  turned  away  feel- 
ing that  it  was  good  to  go  up  to  the  home  of 
t re  Lord:  Wheu  Monday  conns  we  are  op 
early  to  See  R >me,  and  soon  we  are  walking 
its  streets.  They  once  echoeJ  with  the  steps 
of  emperors,  orators,  poets  and  warriors,  that 
was  in  ancient  Rome;  to  day  they  are  throng- 
ed by  a multitude  of  rabble  discussing  the 
burial  of  their  king,  who  is  to  be  buried  in  a 
few  days  in  the  world-renowned  Pantheon, 
which  we  have  visited.  This  old  temple  vas 
built  abot  50  B.  C , but  still  it  stands  with  its 
old  walls  some  twenty  feet  in  thickness. 
Here  lie  the  remains  of  Victor  Immanuel, 
and  to  the  left  as  you  enter,  rests  the  re- 
mains of  Raphael  On  his  tomb  is  this  in- 
scription: " Beneath  this  stone  rest  the  ashes 
of  Raphael,  the  greatest  of  all  painters;  Na- 
ture b. coining  jealous  of  him  lest  he  should 
surpiss  ljier,  slew  him  while  be  was  yet 
young  " I Turning  from  here  we  visit  the 
old  Colliseum,  then  passing  out  of  this  mag-

nificent  ruin  of  the  ancient  theatre  of  the 
CarsarS,  where  wild  be  ists  fought  and  gladi- 
ators fell,  we  come  aling  the  Palatine  Hill 
over  the  ruirs  of  the  golden  irouse  of  Nero. 
Just  before  entering  the  Old  Forurp  which  is 
overlooked  by  the  pa  aces  of  the  Caesars.  we 
pa  s under  .the  Arch  of  Titus,  the  f}rst  01  j^r-t 
which  brought  us  inti  direct  cop'rct  with 
sacred  history,  j It  was  built  by  Titjus  to  c in- 
raeinorate  his  conquest  pf  Jtrusalet^  iu  A.  I\ 
70.  On  one  side  is  c-ryed  the  triumphal  e • 
try  of  Titus,  while  On  tpe  other,  tbp  image  i f 
the  sev.-n  candlesticks  ajud  other  objects  takm 
from  the  temple  in  Jerufa'etn.  Then  turning 
aside  a short  distance  we  come  to  the  reputed 
prism  where  Paul  waj  kept  before  bis  de- 
capitation. We  enter  tf  by  going  down  two 
flights  of  steps,  coming  into  a dajk,  damp 
dungeon,  now  about  si*  and  one-balf  feet  in 
height  and  about  twelve  feet  in  diameter. 
Standing  in  this  dark],  cold  dungjeon,  I no 
longer  wonder  why  Paijl  wrote  to  Timothy  to 
bring  his  cloakj;  and  I pnrvel  at  t|ie  heroic 
faith  which  could  write,  "I  am  not  ashamed 
of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  icr  I know  him  whom 
I have  believe^,  and  amj  persuaded  that  he  is 
able  to  keep  that  wbi£h  I have  committed 
unto  him  against  that  {day."

Certainly  no  answer  Could  be  given  to  this 
question  that  would  be  above  legitimate  crit- 
icism. To  give  all  the  reasons  for  a conclu- 
sion to  which  one  might  come  by  investiga- 
tion, would  require  more  space  than  is  ac- 
corded to  us  in  this  department  of  the  paper. 

We  presume  the  brother  means  by  "the 
soul”  that  immortal  quality  in  opr  nature 
which  renders  us  susceptible  of  eternal  joy  or 
eternal  pain,  according  as  we  believe  or  do 
not  believe  on  the  Lord  ifesus  Christ.  If  that

LESSON  FOR  SEPTEMBER  2,  1900. 

BY  W.  F.  YARBOROUGE. 

The  Seventy  Sent  Forth. —Luke  10:  1- 
11,  17  20.  f- 

Golden  Text. — The  harvest  truly  is 
great,  but  the  laborers  are  few.  Luke  10:2. 

The  connection  of  this  lesson  with  the  last 
is  uncertain.  It  is  very  likely  that  the  work 
of  the  seventy  belongsfto  the  three  mmths 
between  the  feast  of  tabernacles  and  the  feast 
of  dedication.  These  Seventy  disciples  were 
to  go  before  Jesus  and  prepare  tbe  way  for  his 
coming.  Their  mission  differed  Somewhat  from 
that  of  the  Twelve  about  whfeh  we  studied 
some  months  ago.  The  work  of  the  Seventy 
was  temporary  while  that  of  ttfe  Twelve  was 
permanent. 

explanatory; 

The  Commission,  7-7.  There  is  hardly  any 
sptcial  significance  id  the  number  chosen. 
The  Lord  would  have  jused  rnbre  if  they  had 
been  ready.  There  is  always  an  insufficiency 
of  laborers  in  the  Worlq’s  harvest  field  of  souls. 
These  seventy  were  publicly  commissioned 
to  go  before  the  Lord's  face  and  prepare  the 
people  for  bis  coming. ! They  were  sent  two 
and  two  that  they  might  be  company  for  each 
other  and  strengthen  each  other’s  testimony 
as  they  testified  of  the  coming  kingdom.  As 
they  went  they  were  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  to  send  torth  tbore  laborers  into  the 
harvest.  - N 

Instructions  4-11.  As  they  went  forth 
they  were  to  observe  certain  instructions. 
They  must  rembember  wbat  sort  of  relation 
existed  between  thtra  and  tfie  peoble  among 
whom  they  were  to  labor.  They  were  to  be 
as  lambs  among  wolves.  They  were  to  carry 
nothing  except  what  was  absolutely  indis- 
pensable. The  detail^  of  out  Lord’s  instruc- 
tions are  difficult  to  understand  unless  we 
know  something  of  the  customs  then  p: evad- 
ing. For  instance,  the  salu’ations  of  that 
day  tot  k a great  deal  of  time.  There  was  a 
great  deal  of  bowing  and  exchanging  of 
meaningless  words.  Their  time  was  too 
precious  to  be  thus  engaged,  and  the  so  Mas- 
ter said,  “salute  no;  man  on  the  way.”  As 
they  reached  a city  where  they  were  lo 
preach  they  were  to  go  into  some  house  and 
give  the  usual  greeting,  and  if  cordially  re- 
ceived by  a host  “incliued  to  peace”  they 
were  to  abide  in  that  very  house  partaking 
of  its  hospitality  in  a contented  manner. 
They  were  to  be  satisfied  with  what  was  pro- 
vided as  something  that  was  due  to  them. 
At  the  same  time. they  must  not  to.-be  greedy 
for  better  entertainment  than  was  provided. 
They  were  not  <0  go  about  from  house  to 
house  just  because  [they  received  a great 
many  ivitations.  There  is  great  danger  that 
preachers  will  dissipate  much  of  their  ener- 
gies when  doing  evahgenistic  service  by  try- 
iug  to  accept  all  thq  invitations  given.  If 
they  were  received  injto  a city  they  were  to 
be  content  with  the  treatment  received,  heal 
the  sick  and  preach  the  coming  kingdom  oi 
heaven.  Should  anyi  city  refuse  to  receive 
them  they  were  to  go  out  into  the  streets  of 
he  city,  from  whatever  houpe  had  received 


them,  and  shake  off  the  dust  from  their  feet  as 
sign  that  they  would  have  nothing  that  be- 
longed to  that  city.  As  th„*y  departed  they 
were  to  declare  the  coming  of  the  kingdom. 
To  them  it  is  coming  for  judgment. 

7 he  Return.  77-20.  There  is  great  joy  in 
the  Master’s  service,  especially  if  we  can  see 
the  restilts  of  our  work.  The  seveuty  found 
great  joy  in  seeing  the  demons  subject  to 
theim  in  Christ’s  name.  While  they  were 
witutssiug  such  triumphs  of  p:>w?r  through 
Christ,  he  saw  a vision  of  the  overthrow  of 
Satan  himself.  Thq  Prince  of  demons  had 
enjoyed  great  privilege,  bnt  be  must  come 
down  because  be  cannot  stand  agtinst  the 
power  of  Omnipotence.  Probably  heaven  in 
v j8,  Should  be  un<jferj>tood  as  it  is  in  v.  |f 5, 
as  refering  to  privilege  rather  than  position. 
We  would  naturally  connect  this  reference 
^witlh  2 Pet.  2:4,  and  Jude  6,  but  the  imperfect 
tense  of  beheld  rather  points  to  what  Jesus 
saw  while  the  disciples  were  meeting  with 
such  signal  succesf  in  casting  out  demons. 
He  saw  Satan  completely  vanquished.  How- 
ever long  this  might  take,  Christ  saw  it  as 
completely  done,  as  if  it  were  like  a flash  of 
lightning.  He  had  given  authority  over  evil 
to  these  disciples  and  no  evil  thing  should 
harm  them.  There  was  something  still 
higher  than  their  powers  over  evil  spirits  that 
furnished  an  occasion  for  their  rejoicing — 
their  names  were  written  in  heaven  and  over 
such  the  second  deajh  has  no  power.

t.  The  harvest  of  humin  souls  has  never 
yet  had  reapers  sufficient  to  gather  them  in. 
We  need  constantly  to  pray  for  nr  re  laborers. 

2.  Tbe  heralds  of.  the  kingdom  should  pot 
be  cumbered  with  more  of  the  things  of  tjbis 
world  than  are  necessity  for  their  well  being.

Please  present  my  H compliments  to  my 
fri*  nd,  “ the  beloved  physician  ” Dr.  Sample, 
and  s y to  hi|jp  that  a corrected  error  is  as 
good,  or  better]  than  an  originally  pmetrntb, 
because  it  shows  a brave  spirit  and  often  at- 
trac  s mote  attention  to  a good  thing.  Tell 
him  also  that  jthe  head  of  that  “Centennial 
Gavel  ” was  taken  from  a square  piece  Of  old 
timber,  supposed  to  be  part  of  one  of  the  sills 
of  “ild  Salem  I church,  ” which  lay  op  the 
site  of  the  old  i church , and  the  handle  was 
made  from  a branch  cut  from  a dogwood  tree, 
that  stood  at  tne  southeast  corner  of  the  same 
plat  of  ground.!  The  gavel,  I think  has  four 
plain  sides.  Tthe  handle  is  inserted  in  the 
center  of  one  |of  thtm,  and  on  the  revtrse 
side  is  the  wore  "Salem,  ” the  name  of  the 
first  Baptist  chjurch  organized  in  Mississippi. 
Ou  another  side  is  the  supposed  date  of  the 
organization  oft  the  church,  which  must  have 
bten  about  ijro,  and  on  the  reverse  side  to 
that  one,  the  date  of  the  current  year  1876, 
which  we  werd  then  celebrating.  This  gavel 
was  made  by  ptev.  C.  C.  Nauck,  a beloved 
German  brother,  then  a resident  of  Natchez 
but  now  of  “ the  better  countiy ’’ that  is  a 
heavenly;  and  pas  presented  to  tbe  Conven- 
tic  n,  through  its  President  at  Jackson,  Bro. 
M P.  Lowrey.ps  a memento  of  the  old  church, 
in  a brief  speech  by  the  writer  of  this  sketch, 
which  was  published  in  the  minutes  of  that 
Convention.  The  closing  sentence  of  that 
speech  was,  in  substance,  this:  “ You  will 
notice  that  thi|  gavel  has  no  varnish  upon  il; 
this  is  to  suggest  that  the  Baptist  preacheis 
of  that  day  weie  plain  men  without  the  finish 
of  anything  ljke  varnish  on  thtm.”  Per- 
haps such  a thfing  could  not  qui  e so  truth- 
fully be  said  ojf  all  of  them  now.  But  what 
hath  God  wroiight  in  these  pne  hundred  and 
twenty-five  years,  since  the  foundling  of  dear 
old  Salem  chutlch  ! From  twenty- five  thous- 
and Baptists  all  told  on  these  shores  then,  He 
has  increased  dur  numbers  to  more  than  four 
and  a half  million  now  ! “Praise  God  from 
whom  a’l  blessings  flow  ! ”
